BANKS ARE KEY 


TO PROSPERITY 


C ountry banks, w ith the proper 
encouragem ent 
from 
the 
govern­ 
m ent, can use th eir influence to 
quicken th e flow of com m erce and 
thereby 
definitely sta rt 
a 
nation 
th a t is “sick w ith the fever of u n ­ 
em ploym ent" on its road to recov­ 
ery, declared C laude E. B ennett, of 
W ellsboro, a t the tw elfth annual 
stockholders 
dinner 
of 
the 
First 
N ational bank of G ettysburg held 
in the H otel G ettysburg Friday eve­ 
ning. 
Paying tribute to the sm all banks, 
w hich he said—probably had. done 
m ore th a n any other .single factor 
to 
m ake 
the 
U nited 
S tates 
the 
greatest country in the world, Mr 
B ennett proposed th a t the nam es 
of “those country bankers belong 
in th e hall of fam e because they 
fought every inch of the way to pro­ 
tect th eir own com m unities.” 
E. VV. Thomas Toastmaster 
The speech on “The Im portance 
of 
C ountry 
B anks” 
followed 
an 
Adams county roast turkey din rn r 
th a t was served to 130 persons. 
Edm und W Thom as, president of 
the 
F irst 
N ational 
bank, 
spoke 
briefly in welcoming the stockhold­ 
ers and guests and then introduced 
Mr. B ennett, who is president of the 
Tioga C ounty Savings Bank and 
T rust com pany in W ellsboro and 
vice president of the Pennsylvania 
B ankers association. 
T he Bel C anto singers, of H a m ­ 
burg, entertained, w ith several selec­ 
tions during the evening and tow ard 
the clo.se of Hie program led the 
diners in the singing of C hristm as 
carols. 
T he invocation was given by the 
Rev. L K Young, of Oberlin. 
Mr. B en n ett’s speech follows in 
p art; 
About 25 years ago there existed 
in th is country an institution know n 
as the country bank, which probably 
had done m ore to m ake the U nited 
S tates of A m erica the greatest coun­ 
try in th e world th a n any other sin ­ 
gle factor, w ith the possible exception 
of th e ingenuity and resourceful­ 
ness of th e Am erican as an in d i­ 
vidual. 
Protected Depositors 
“All over this great land of ours 
.ie country bank protected the sav­ 
ings of the depositors as its first 
duty, and had the vision Lo prom ote 
th e business and w elfare of th e in ­ 
dividuals located in its com m unity. 
If th e records could be disclosed it 
would show thousands upon th o u ­ 
sands of cases w here the country 
bank 
provided the Incentive, the 
encouragem ent and th e m oney to 
sta rt countless individuals and busi­ 
nesses on the road to perm anent 
success. 
It oiled the wheels of com ­ 
m erce in thousands of little com ­ 
m unities and banking in those days 
was done very m uch on the faith 
of m en in m en. their integrity, their 
loyalty and th eir resourcefulness. 
“No country in the world has been 
able to show' th e developm ent and 
progress w hich th e United S tates 
has shown and to my m ind the 
country bank w’as, and is, one of 
th e greatest contributing factors to ­ 
w ard 
th e dom inant position now 
occupied by these U nited States. 
“It would be extrem ely interesting 
to know the num ber of cases where 
country banks had taken the cus­ 
to m e rs entire account out of the 
han d s of th e brokers in order to 
save th e dw indling equities in tile 
brokers account. 
It was a fam iliar 
m ethod em ployed by the brokers in 
the dark days. 
B rokers who had 
sm ilingly carried the accounts and 
absorbed the profits during the su n ­ 
shiny days but who, w hen the dark 
clouds began to gather, hurriedly 
ran to cover and resorted to every 
m eans w ithin th e ir power to unload 
th e loan or account upon th e cus­ 
tom ers country banks. 
Banks Helped Customers 
“In stan ces w here country banks 
sold 
th e ir own securities a t 
the 
m arket, often at a loss, in order to 
provide funds for custom ers who 
had foolishly 
undertaken to g et­ 
ric h q u ic k through the m edium of 
th e stock m arket, can be found over 
th e en tire Land. 
“The nam es of those country b an k ­ 
ers belong in the hall of fam e be­ 
cause they fought every inch of the 
way to p o rte d their own com m uni­ 
ties and I venture to say th a t if the 
so called “instrum entalities of public 
power" had been used in th e way 
hey were intended to be used, the 
.eeord of bank disasters would have 
been m aterially sm aller. 
“Not only has the little country 
banker been taken out of his rig h t­ 
ful sphere in the loan m arket, but 
the governm ent is now organizing 
com petitors. 
In the first place, it 
tells the country bank it m ust not 
loan on such and such securities. 
Now they have governm ent organi­ 
zations who are begging people to 
loan on exactly the sam e securities 
and thevDountry bank has not less 
than 44 com petitors in the various 
fields of banking, none of which pay 
taxes, an d are m aking these loans 
with the taxpayers’ money,

mayor and professor expounded the 
tax theories of Henry George, ad­ 
vanced a new theory of economics 
today. 
The McNair “law of loca­ 
tions.” 
He proposes th at cities impose a 
“service charge" on idle but desir­ 
able property to free it from specu­ 
lation. 
This, 
explained 
McNair, 
would permit use of such property, 
benefitting m any individuals. 
“W hen more good locations are in 
use. you have prosperity; when less. 
you have depression,” he said, add­ 
ing: 
“If the people accept this law. the 
new deal is out. new dealers say 
there is no such thing as science of 
economics.” 
But McNair, a life-long democrat 
but constant critic of the new deal, 
thinks his theory "won t be accepted 
any more than Gallileo’s law that 
the earth revolved around the sun 
I wouldn't be surprised if it caused 
a storm of indignation.”
